Letter  To 
The  Editor 

Dear  Editor: 

For  three  years  coastal  protec¬ 
tion  legislation  has  been  introduced 
in  the  State  Legislature.  The  Coast¬ 
al  Zone  Conservation  Act  was 
passed  by  the  Assembly  56-16  in 
1971.  In  1972  it  passed  with  60  votes. 
But  each  year  the  bill  was  pigeon¬ 
holed  in  the  Senate  Natural  Re¬ 
sources  Committee  by  votes  of  4-4 
and  4-5  respectively.  This  is  the 
third  consecutive  year  that  it  has 
been  blocked  by  a  small  handful  of 
Senators.  This  is  why  the  people 
worked  so  hard  and  collected 
455,000  signatures  to  put  this  initia¬ 
tive  on  the  November  7  ballot. 

The  initiative  is  Proposition  20 
and  would  create  the  California 
Coastal  Zone  Conservation  Com¬ 
mission  and  six  regional  commis¬ 
sions  to  prepare  a  comprehensive 
plan  for  the  orderly,  long-range 
conservation  and  management  of 
the  coastal  zone.  During  the  three- 
year  period  the  plan  is  being 
prepared  no  development  may  take 
place  in  a  specified  portion  of  the 
coastal  zone  without  a  permit  from 
the  appropriate  regional  commis¬ 
sion.

There  are  particular  kinds  of  legislation  that  give  their  author  the  rare 
feeling  that  he  has  accomplished  something  solid  for  the  good  people  who 
sent  him  to  Sacramento. 

In  successful  enactment  of  my  Assembly  Bill  1204,  I  found  that  kind  of 
deep  satisfaction,  and  on  October  1,  525,000  of  our  fellow  Californians  will 
receive  it  in  more  substantial  form.  On  that  date,  checks  to  recipients  of 
Old  Age  Security,  Aid  to  the  Blind,  and  Aid  to  the  Disabled  will  be  increased 
by  $12  each  month. 

That  is  the  first  significant  grant  increase  in  the  standard  of  living  for 
these  recipients  on  the  part  of  the  State,  since  a  $4  increase  in  1966. 

It  is  to  be  emphasized  that  this  is  an  addition  to  their  living  standard  and 
not  merely  one  of  those  increases  that  are  made  to  meet  increases  in  the 
general  cost  of  living. 

My  bill,  in  effect,  saved  for  these  citizens  a  projected  $73  million  a  year 
Federal  outlay  that  otherwise  would  have  been  diverted  from  their  pockets 
into  the  State’s  general  fund. 


Instead,  under  AB  1204,  we  have  $6.3  million  a  month  of  added  income 
going  to  all  525,000  persons  who  get  this  kind  of  State  aid,  and  that 
considerable,  sum  is  being  pumped  into  our  entire  economy. 

And  that  State  budget  does  not  suffer.  The  Federal  outlay  under  its 
expanded  aid  program  means  there  will  be  no  additional  State  or  County 
costs  in  connection  with  the  $12  increase. 

This  happy  outcome  may  well  avert  many  deep  personal  crises.  These 
half  million-plus  people  have  been  trying  to  exist  on  public  assistance 
averaging  $21Q  per  month.  Half  of  them  have  been  unable  to  get  decent 
housing  within  existing  allowances  (which  haven’t  been  changed  in  fifteen 
years). .  ■ 


Without  this  law,  about  an  equal  number  of  recipients  -  some  300,000  - 
would  have  experienced  a  net  reduction  in  their  average  grants  of  some  $20 
a  month.  And  25,000  would  have  been  dropped  from  State  aid  lists 
completely. 


That  is  why  I  take  particular  satisfaction  in  the  success  of  this  measure.  I 
hope  you  share  my  feelings  about  it.

Appropri¬ 
ately,  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
of  San  Francisco  will  be  discussing 
campaign  spending  in  October. 

Do  you  think  too  much  money  is 
spent  on  campaigns  for  public 
office?  Do  you  know  the  limits  on 
spending  that  are  set  by  the  new 
Federal  Law?  If  you  were  running 
for  office,  how  would  you  determine 
what  kind  of  a  campaign  to  run  and 
how  much  to  spend?  If  you  con¬ 
tribute  to  a  political  campaign, 
what  do  you  get  for  your  money? 

All  these  questions  will  be  dis¬ 
cussed  at  9  different  meetings 
throughout  the  City,  during  the 


week  of  October  2  -  5.  For  informa¬ 
tion  on  time  and  locations  of 
meetings,  call  986-0480.

The  United  States  Supreme  Court  and  the  California  Supreme  Court 
have  rendered  separate  opinions  declaring  the  death  penalty  unconsti¬ 
tutional  on  the  ground  that  the  imposition  of  the  death  penalty  constituted 
“cruel  and  unusual  punishment.” 

From  the  present  indications,  the  voters  of  California  will  be  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  express  their  opinions  as  to  whether  the  death  penalty  shoud 
be  re-instated  in  this  State.  A  recent  poll  reported  that  a  majority  of  the 
voters  were  in  favor  of  the  restoration  of  the  death  penalty. 

No  matter  what  the  outcome  of  the  proposition,  the  end  result  will 
probably  be  the  same;  that  is,  the  voters  of  California  will  be  merely 
expressing  an  opinion.  The  United  States  Supreme  Court’s  decision  that  the 
death  penalty  is  unconstitutional  is  applicable  to  the  States  as  well  as  the 
Federal  Government.  Unless  the  United  States  Constitution  is  changed  or 
the  decision  has  been  reversed,  any  State  action  will  have  no  effect. 

In  rendering  its  decision,  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  quoted  former 
Attorney  General  Ramsey  Clark  who  said  that  it  was  the  poor,  the  sick,  the 
ignorant,  the  powerless  and  the  hated  who  were  executed,  because  the 
imposition  of  the  death  penalty  is  discretionary  with  the  judge  or  jury.  The 
discretionary  statutes  are  unconstitutional  in  their  operation.  They  are 
pregnant  with  discrimination  and  discrimination  is  an  ingredient  not 
compatible  with  the  plea  of  equal  protection  under  the  laws  that  is  implicit 
in  the  ban  on  “cruel  and  unusual”  punishment. 

Even  if  there  were  no  discrimination,  the  death  penalty  itself  is  cruel  and 
unusual.  In  a  civilized  and  humane  society  the  God-like  power  to  determine 
if  a  fellow  human  being  should  be  deprived  of  life  should  not  be  entrusted  to 
the  whims  of  others  who  are  fallible. 

Whether  administered  by  authority  and  sanctioned  by  society,  or  at  the 
hands  of  a  villain,  death  remains  the  same  to  the  victim.

Have  you  used  Ocean  Avenue 
lately?  The  traffic  is  becoming 
increasingly  heavy.  If  you  don’t 
cross  the  street  at  the  signal  lights, 
such  as  at  Plymouth  or  Miramar, 
you  take  your  life  in  your  hands, 
particularly  between  4:00  p.m.  and 
6:00  p.m.  Not  only  are  there  cars 
but  also  buses  and  street  cars  to 
contend  with. 

When  the  permit  was  given  to 
McDonald’s  to  build  their  business, 
was  the  question  ever  raised  about 
the  increasing  traffic  McDonald’s 
would  generate  on  Ocean  Avenue? 
A  shopping  center  and  apartment 
complex  will  be  built  on  the  site  of 
Homewood  Terrace  (fronting  on 
Ocean  Avenue  between  Ashton  and 
Jules  Streets).

“freeway”  and  they  race  their  car 
down  the  street.  Because  of  this, 
there  have  been  children  hit. 

I  marvel  that  street  cars  are  not 

hit  as  they  enter  Ocean  Avenue 

from  the  City  College  station; 

particularly  when  jammed  full  of 

students  at  rush  hour.  Getting  off 

the  street  car  at  Lee  Street  is 

difficult ;  cars  do  not  stop  so  one  can 

walk  to  the  sidewalk  and  there  is  no 
\ 

cement  island  to  stand  on.  (Lee 
Street  is  the  last  stop  if  the  street 
car  is  going  to  the  barn  at  San  Jose 


and  not  turning  into  City  College 
Station). 

What  upsets  me  most  is  to  see 
cars  in  the  “keep  clear  area”  on 
Ocean  Avenue  at  Harold  Street, 
which  is  by  a  Fire  Station.  Do 
motorists  realize  that  the  fire 
engines  can  not  cross  Ocean  Ave¬ 
nue  and  go  up  Harold  Street  if  their 
cars  are  in  the  intersection  waiting 
for  the  light?  During  the  rush  hour 
the  other  day,  the  fire  engines 
waited  for  trafic  to  move  to  use 
Geneva  Avenue.  If  my  house  is  on 
fire  I  don’t  want  the  fire  engines  to 
wait  because  of  traffic. 

Instead  of  saying  “this  is  part  of 
urban  living,”  let’s  work  for  some 
improvements.  My  first  suggestion 
is  a  signal  light  at  Ocean  Avenue 
and  Harold  Street. 


SPEAK  Releases  Comprehensive 
Report  On  Public  School  Zone  Councils 


A  comprehensive  report  on  the 
strengths  and  weaknesses  of  the 
public  school  zone  councils  has  been 
released  by  the  Sunser-Parkside 
Education  Council,  an  arm  of  the 
SPEAK  community  organization. 

The  report  represents  an  in-depth 
investigation  of  the  councils  which 
were  originally  set  up  to  promote 
community  involvement  in  the 
newly  created  zones  required  by  a 
federal  court  order  integrating  San 
Francisco’s  public  schools. 

The  prime  strength  of  the  coun¬ 
cils,  as  reflected  in  the  report,  was 
seen  to  be  the  increased  represen¬ 
tation  parents  now  had  within  the 
San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dist¬ 
rict.  Each  council  is  composed 
mainly  of  parent  representatives 
elected  from  the  different  elemen¬ 
tary  school  attendance  areas  in 
each  zone. 

“The  important  thing  is  that  the 
councils  not  be  reduced  to  a  rubber 
stamp  for  the  SFUSD  administra¬ 
tion,  for  this  would  reduce  them  to 
impotence  and  eliminate  all  justifi¬ 
cation  for  the  time  and  money

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which  must  be  invested  in  the 
councils  if  they  are  to  succeed.” 
states  the  report. 

“Rather,  the  councils  must  play 
the  delicate  role  of  advocating 
changes,  reaching  the  necessary 
compromises  with  the  interests  of 
teachers,  administrators,  and  other 
groups  to  assure  that  a  satisfactory 
version -of  these  changes  actually 
takes  place,”  the  report  conlinues. 

The  report  includes  recommend¬ 
ations  to  improve  the  efficiency  of 
the  councils.  It  notes  a  lack  of 
adequate  representation  of  minori¬ 
ty  parents  in  many  cases.  Empha¬ 
sis  is  placed  on  the  need  for  each 
zone  to  identify  and  recruit  new 
sources  of  membership  in  order  to 
reach  minorities  more  effectively. 
Representatives  from  teachers' 
unions,  from  non-credentialed 
school  employees,  and  from  the 
community  -  at  -  large  are  also 
recommended,” 

“Increased  coordination  is  need¬ 
ed  between  the  different  Zone 
Councils,  which  should  aim  toward 
some  type  of  citywide  mechanism 
to  help  coordinate  their  activities 
and  promote  the  exchange  of 
information,”  the  report  concludes. 

Those  interviewed  for  the  report 
included  the  administrator  and  the 
elected  chairman  of  each  of  the 
seven  zones  in  the  City.  The  report 
was  partially  funded  by  grants 
from  the  Rosenberg  Foundation 
and  from  HEW’s  Emergency 
School  Assistance  Program.

“The  need  for  grassroots  involve¬ 
ment  in  decision-making  processes 
is  a  key  to  the  problems  that  beset 
our  City,”  he  states.  “The  com¬ 
munity  members  should  be  organ¬ 
ized  around  an  issue  they  experi¬ 
ence.  Also,  they  should  be  raising 
questions  with  a  far-reaching  view, 
not  merely  reacting  to  a  particular 
problem.  For  example:  “What  are 
the  long-term  effects  of  BART,  or 
the  closing  of  a  police  station,  or  the 
development  of  a  housing  project? 
How  will  we  be  affected?” 

COMMUNITY 

Gallegos  says  of  the  OMI  Com¬ 
munity  Association:  “It  cannot 
keep  to  its  own  world  of  concerns, 
nor  fail  to  consider  what  is  happen¬ 
ing  in  other  parts  of  the  City,  even 
the  Bay  Area,  that  will  effect  the 
quality  of  life  as  we  know  it.”  Mr. 


Gallegos  is  of  the  opinion  that 
grassroots  involvement  should  be 
reflected  in  regional  government 
also.  “People  can  make  quality 
decisions.” 

The  realization  that  problems  of 
neighborhoods  cannot  be  solved  in 
isolation  has  prompted  the  genial 
activitist  to  membership  in  SPUR. 
This  organization  has  had  a  signifi¬ 
cant  role  in  redeveloping  the  City. 
“OMI  would  be  well  advised  to 
become  a  member  of  SPUR.  Neigh¬ 
borhoods  should  be  sharing  in  the 
fund  of  knowledge  available 
through  this  group,”  says  Gallegos. 

FAMILY 

A  family  man,  the  father  of  five, 
Gallegos  is  keenly  aware  of  the 
pressures  within  neighborhoods 
that  affect  children.  “Revitalizing 
the  City  is  of  major  importance. 
Families  should  not  have  to  leave 
the  cities,”  he  claims. 

The  many  neighbors  and  friends 
who  admire  the  work  of  Mr. 
Gallegos  also  have  a  warm  regard 
for  his  lovely  wife,  Olga.  Her 
encouragement  and  concern  for  the 
causes  that  involve  his  interests 
have  provided  the  complimentary 
support  to  his  efforts. 

Mr.  Gallegos  evokes  a  note  of 
optimism  about  the  possibilities  of 
solving  our  social  problems.  Just 
knowing  that  a  man  of  his  compe¬ 
tence  and  dedication  is  working 
toward  that  end,  is  in  itself  an 
indication  of  great  promis  for  the 
OMI  community.

A  familiar  face  has  returned  to 
the  OMI  community  after  an  ab¬ 
sence  of  eleven  years.  Alto  C. 
Moorbrink,  former  Assistant  Prin¬ 
cipal  at  San  Miguel  School  from 
1957  to  1961,  has  assumed  the 
responsibilities  of  Principal  at 
Commodore  Sloat. 

Between  his  OMI  assignments,  he 
served  as  Principal  of  Hunters 
Point  II  Elementary  School  where 
he  was  an  intregal  part  of  that 
community’s  SEED  (South-East 
Educational  Development)  project. 

When  asked  to  recall  highlights  of 
the  SEED  program,  Mr.  Moorbrink 
emphasized  community  involve¬ 
ment:  “Parents  worked  with  tea¬ 
chers  in  curriculum  decisions  and 
material  selections.  That,  to  me, 
was  the  unique  thing  about  SEED, 
besides,  of  course,  the  money  which 
amounted  to  over  a  million 
dollars!”

Police  Youth 


“Cops  on  campus"  are  getting 
friendly  recognition  and  straight- 
from-the-shoulder  questions  as  the 
Police  Youth  Program  endeavors  to 
visit  every  class  of  every  school  in 
the  city  three  times  this  year.  After 
two  years  of  rapid  building,  other 
cities  are  asking  what  goes  into  the 
new  understanding  between  the 
police  and  the  kids  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

During  the  current  school  year 
eight  officers,  led  by  Sgt.  Victor 
Maria,  plus  a  special  officer  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  former  drug  addict 
on  a  drug-information  program, 
will  cover  the  city  making  visits  to 
classes  by  arrangement  with  the 
schools.  The  officers  will  spend  at 
least  fifteen  minutes  on  each  visit 
answering  the  students’  questions 
and  explaining  such  matters  as  the 
rights  of  a  juvenile,  how  to  get  a 
juvenile  arrest  record  sealed  -  in 
effect  erased  -  and  the  law  on 
search  and  seizure  which  permits 
an  officer  to  “pat  search”  in  certain 
situations. 

“Riding  Along”  in  a  radio  car  on 
its  regular  calls  can  be  arranged 
through  schools  for  twenty  young 
people  every  Wednesday  and  Fri¬ 
day  evening  by  this  department  of 
the  Juvenile  Bureau.  Whole  classes 
will  also  be  given  field  trips  which 
include  a  visit  to  the  police  range

with  an  exhibition  of  the  horses  and 
dogs,  a  motorcycle  demonstration, 
and  a  shooting  exhibition,  as  well  as 
a  ride  in  a  radio  car  around  Lake 
Merced.  These  trips  are  available 
to  one  school  per  week  on  Thursday 
afternoons.  The  Police  Youth  Pro¬ 
gram  officers  will  also  arrange 
“rap  sessions”  for  youth  groups 
with  officers  from  their  local  sta¬ 
tions. 

Deep-sea  fishing,  Marine  World 
and  Frontier  Village  in  San  Jose 
were  among  the  memorable  ex¬ 
periences  provided  by  this  program 
on  a  weekly  schedule  for  busloads 
of  children  totaling  over  4,000 
during  the  past  summer.  Kicked  off 
with  a  one-day  outing  in  June,  when 
the  entire  commercial  fishing  fleet 
from  Fisherman’s  Wharf  hosted  the 
children,  the  deep-sea  fishing  pro¬ 
gram  alone  gave  thrills  to  about  75 
a  week  for  the  rest  of  the  summer. 
There  were  also  fresh-water  fishing 
at  Lake  Merced  and  salt-water 
fishing  from  Pier  7,  flights  to 
Disneyland  for  ten  to  twelve  kids 
each  Thursday  as  special  awards, 
and  Saturday  outings  to  such  places 
as  Hamilton  Air  Force  Base  and 
Treasure  Island,  where  the  young¬ 
sters  toured  a  Navy  vessel  and  were 
given  lunch  aboard.  Over  200 
policemen  accompanied  the  young 
people  on  67  trips  on  their  days  off, 
often  without  compensation.  Addi¬ 
tional  supervisors  were  teen-agers

recruited  through  various  young 
people’s  organizations  in  the  city 
for  summer  jobs. 

The  happy  participants  in  all 
these  events  were  recommended  by 
such  groups  as  Community  Street 
Workers,  Youth  for  Service,  schools 
and  churches.  The  outings  were 
partly  funded  by  the  summer 
program  of  the  Mayor’s  Office. 

All  these  activities  are  in  addition 
to  the  program  of  the  Police  Activi¬ 
ties  League,  which  sponsors  ath¬ 
letic  teams  in  all  parts  of  the  city 
and  offers  Law  Enforcement  class¬ 
es  for  high  school  students  parallel 
to  the  Police  Academy  course. 
These  classes  begin  in  October  with 
registration  for  sophomores  on 
October  5th  and  for  juniors  and 
seniors  on  October  3rd.  Applicants 
should  call  the  P.A.L.:  567-3215. 
Boys  ten  or  older  can  also  join  the 
boxing  program  at  the  National 
Guard  Armory,  14th  and  Mission, 
any  day,  Monday  through  Friday, 
between  12:00  and  8:00  p.m. 

“Officer  Matt”  Kriletich  of  the 
Police  Youth  Program  gave  tribute 
to  the  young  people  of  the  City, 
“We’re  lucky  here  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.”  The  many  self-organized 
youth  groups  here  turn  more  to¬ 
ward  constructive  than  delinquent 
behavior,  and  “gang  rumbles”  are 
no  part  of  the  scene. 


Over  25  young  women  have 
participated  in  the  program  from 
the  OMI  area.  The  meeting  will  be 
held  at  the  Ocean  View  Playground 
Auditorium  on  October  13,  from  3  to 
5  p.m.

A  REMINDER  FOR  DOG  OWNERS

In  view  of  the  stricter  leash  laws 
in  San  Francisco,  it  seems  a  good 
time  to  offer  reminders  to  dog 
owners  in  OMI.  Dogs  do  not  have  a 
sense  of  civic  responsibility,  so  the 
owners  have  to  think  for  them.  Dog 
owners  feel  strongly  about  their 
pets,  expecting  everyone  else  to 
share  their  feelings.  They  simply 
^cannot  understand  why  the  people 
down  the  street,  who  seem  quite 
nice  otherwise,  get  so  upset  over 
neighbors’  dogs  running  through 
their  yard,  howling  or  barking  for 
hours  at  a  stretch,  and  soiling  their 
yards  and  parks. 


How  often  have  you  heard  some- 
'  one  say  that  dogs  need  lots  of 
exercise  and  plenty  of  space  to 
roam?  Sheer  nonsense!  Dogs  don’t 
need  to  be  out  all  day,  nor  do  they 
want  to  be..  The  dog  wants  to  be 
near  his  owner.  If  the  owner  wants 
to  walk,  the  dog  likes  to  go  along.  If 
the  owner  would  rather  sit  and 


relax,  the  dog  will  be  happy  to  keep 
him  company. 

Dogs  who  roam  the  neighborhood 
usually  do  so  because  they  are 
ignored  by  their  owners.  They  get 
bored  and  form  the  habit  of 
roaming  about.  Teaching  them  to 
walk  quietly  on  a  leash  at  heel  can 
be  done.  The  local  pet  supplier  or 
veterinarian  can  usually  recom¬ 
mend  an  obedience  class  where 
owners  can  learn  to  train  their  own 
dogs.  Letting  dogs  run  at  night  is  no 
more  legal  than  during  the  day¬ 
time.

Recycling  at 
Balboa  Church 

The  recycling  station  at  Balboa 
Baptist  Church,  200  Onondaga  Ave., 
will  now  be  operating  on  the  second 
Saturday  of  every  month,  between 
8:30  -  11:30  a.m. 

Follow  the  procedure  described 
below  when  you  prepare  your 
recyclables: 

GLASS:  Remove  all  metal  rings 
and  caps  from  bottles.  Labels  need 
not  be  removed.  Rinse  well.  Jar  lids 
can  be  recycled  with  tin  cans  only 
after  cardboard,  plastic  or  rubber 
coatings  are  removed. 

TIN  (STEEL):  Wash  can.  Re¬ 
move  paper  labels.  Painted  labels 
are  OK.  Using  a  can  opener, 
remove  top  and  bottom  lids.  Place 
lids  inside  can  and  crush  flat  by 
stepping  on  it. 

ALUMINUM:  (includes  TV  din¬ 
ners,  foil,  soft  drinks,  desert  cups, 
etc.)  Aluminum  cans  have  no  side 
seams ;  they  have  rounded  bottoms 
and  pop  tops.  Flatten  well  by 
creasing  the  center  and  bending  the 
ends  inward.  Store  separately  from 
tin  cans. 

BIMETALS:  We  are  NOT  col¬ 
lecting  these.  They  are  very  diffi¬ 
cult  Jo  recycle.  Usually  they  contain 
soft  drinks.  They  differ  from  alumij 
num  cans  in  that  they  have  steel 
(tin)  bodies  with  side  seams  and 
pop  tops  made  of  aluminum.

A  five-year  training  grant  of 
$55,000  per  year  has  just  been 
awarded  by  the  National  Institute 
of  Mental  Health  to  the  psychology 
clinic  of  California  State  Univer¬ 
sity,  San  Francisco  (S.F.  State)  to 
continue  its  school  psychology  pro¬ 
ject  in  OMI.  Begun  in  1970  at 
Commodore  Sloat  School  with  the 
work  of  graduate  students  on  an 
entirely  volunteer  basis,  it  was 
funded  in  1971-72  by  a  grant  from 
the  Rosenberg  Foundation  which 
enabled  expansion  to  Farragut 
School  and  involvement  with  Juni- 
pero  Serra  and  Excelsior  Day  Care 
Centers. 

OPPORTUNITY 

The  project,  as  explained  by  Dr. 
Ruth  Goldman,  its  director,  has  two 
aspects.  First,  it  offers  kindergar¬ 
ten  children  in  the  two  schools  the 
oportunity  of  having  their  learning 
styles  individually  assessed  and 
their  parents  and  teachers  helped  to 
find  the  best  ways  of  responding  to 
them  as  individuals. 

Secondly,  if  a  teacher,  principal 
or  parent  feels  that  any  particular 
child  in  these  kindergartens  has 
any  sort  of  problem  in  learning  or 
relations  with  others,  the  project 
makes  early  help  available  to  child,

parents  and  teachers  to  shorten  the 
course  of  the  problem. 

GOAL 

The  goal  is  to  provide  maximum 
understanding  and  flexibility  in  the 
family  and  school  situations  to  help 
a  child  adjust  to  the  normal  stress 
of  starting  school.  Dr.  Goldman 
emphasizes  that  times  of  crisis  are 
a  normal  part  of  human  experience, 
and  seeking  appropriate  help  can 
turn  them  into  opportunities  for 
growth.  Placing  labels  on  children 
is  no  part  of  the  purpose  or  effect  of 
the  clinic’s  work. 

All  records  and  materials  re¬ 
lating  to  a  child  are  confidential 
under  laws  as  strict  as  those 
governing  lawyers.  The  clinic  must 
even  have  the  parents’  consent  to 
invite  teachers  or  principals  to 
observe  the  child  in  learning 
games.  Observation  of  such  games 
is  a  favorite  tool  for  helping  the 
school  authorities  understand  the 
child’s  individual  way  of  respon¬ 
ding  and  also  for  training  school 
personnel  in  making  their  own 
assessments  of  children’s  behavior.
